J] have just had the melancholy pleasure of 
seeing at a Pall Mall armorer’s establish- 
ment some steel coats which have been order- 
ed by several Irish landiords, It mav be 
taken as afact established by repeated tests 
thatitis impossible to make a coat of armor 
or shirt of mail light enouzh to be worn by 
men of ordinary strength that will withstand 
a rifle bullet striking the person squarely. An 
arrangement like that of Keliy. the Austra- 
lian busbranger, is, of ccurse, an articie of no 
sortof use, being hideous to the sight and 
cumbersome. But it is possible to makexu 
steel coat that will withstand the revolver 
bullet, Which is itself «a considerable step in 
advance. ‘The cost of mail will not even do 
this, and experiment has proved that not only 
will a revolver bullet pene!rate acoat of chain 
mail, but it will carry some of 
the steel rings along with it and aggravate 
the danger und puxinofulness of the wound. 
The coats I saw will prevent the penetration 
of any revolver bullet at ten paces and will 
cause a rifle bullet to glance if it does not 
strike squarely. To the outward view these 
coats are ordivary Eoglish shooting jackets, 
and no one seeing it upon another person 
would imagine for a moment that there was 
defensive armor underneath. First is the 
Scotch tweed, then a thin wadding of cotton, 
next a layer of narrow thin bands of temper- 
ed steel, kKeptin place much as whalebone is 
put into corsets, only the steel bands are 
very close together, being sewed into fine 
canvas and with simply a line of stitching be- 
tween each piece. Three thicknesses of these 
steel bands, sewed into canvas in the same 
way, comprise the sole armor in the coat. 
Another piece of wadding is placed between 
the bands and the final liniog and the coat 
is complete. ‘Tbe steel bands are not 
long, so that the coat does not Jook 
stiff, but hangs naturally about the 
ficure. The weight of the coat, when lifted, 
seems very heavy: but when worn the weight 
is distributed, and, falling mainly on the 
sboulders, it does not. inconvenience the 
wearer at all. I saw several large revolver 
bullets fired into it at tenor eleven paces, 
bat tbey only made slight dentsin the steel. 
The only merit claimed for the coat, however, 
is that it diminisbes the chances of a fatal 
wound in the body from any weapon. The 
arms are not protected, and the landford mav 
be winged: the head is not protected, nor 
are the legs, but the assassin as a general 
thing fires at the body, as offering an easier 
mark. The prices of these shot-proof 
jackets are £25, which is yery reasonable con- 
sidering their value to those who travel about 
under sentence of death from the Ribbonmen 
or Molly Maguires.

THE MURDOCK 
club is essentially a fishing ciub, although the 
members do agreat deal of duck shooting. The 
tract of the Murdock is in Madison county, lLil- 
inois. The place is reached from St. Louis by 
the Iron Mountain Railroad, at Illinois Sta- 
tion, from whence a ferry is taken to the other 
side, and then three miles’ riding in a wagon 
brings the sportsman to the Mecca of the 
disciple of Walton. 
half miles long and of varying width. 
It is fed by = springs, but is over- 
flown by the river every spring. The 
bass taken from the lake weigh from two to 
eight pounds, and croppie, pike and pickerel 
abound. The shooting has been od this 
fall, duck, geese ana snipe being plentiful. 
Mr. Amos Bowman is president of the club, 
Fred Blanke, secretary and treasurer, aad 
Kilbs M. Leeds, James Rh. Bulland Judge P. 
S. Lanham directors. The membership is 
125. The c'ub-house is one of the tinest 
for its purpose in the West. On 
Tuesday night the annual meeting ofthe 
club will be held, when itis proposed to 
change it into a stock company. Bvy this 
means the membership will ve increased and 
the club put on a sound financial! basis. 


There is a select hunting club which enjoys 
the favor of Charles Lucas, Known as the 
Kinglake Club. The St. Louis Gun CGiub 
and the Sportsmen’s Ciub devote themselves 
to trap shooting,with the exception of a quail 
or snipe hunt each fall.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retail Rates of the Articles That Cheer 
the Inner Man. 


This week brings very little or no change 
in the prices for articles of household con- 
sumption. Everything is still cheap, with 
perhaps, one exception, which is indispensa- 
ble to a great many appetites as a breakfast 
dish, Eggs continue to be pretty 
high, but this is nothing extraordinary, 


as an ipcrease in prices in this article 
of food may be confidently expected at this 
time of year. It is not probable that they will 
become any cheaper until after the holidays, 
when the egg-nog season will be about over. 
Familjes are yet supplied by their butchers 
with the best tenderloin steaks at 121-2 cents, 
and choice roasts at the same figure. Round 
steaks and inferior roasts are going at the old 
plices, from eight to ten cents for the former, 
and seven cents for the latter. 

The demand for mutton is steadily increas- 
ing and chops and legs are selling rapidly at 
steady prices, fromSto10cents per pound 
according to quality and selection. 

Fish is plentiful, and the bass and croppie 
are very fine,though the finny products of 
Southern waters are gradually becoming searce 
with acorresponding raise in price. Only 
an occasional pompano is seen at the stalls. 
amd small ones of about six inches sell at $1 
and $125. Inthe vegetable line things are 
aboutona par with last week. Sweet pota- 
toes are coming inin large quantities and go 
at 20c and 25c per peck. The lettuce looks 
crisp, a8 in the sammer months, and selis 
at30c per dozen. Butter beans are selling 
at OU cents per gallon, cabbages 10 cents each, 
parsnips 25 cents per dozen.

ON ’CHANGE, 


A Russian Grain Representative—The F1- 
evators and Grade No.3. 


M. Jacques Halerone, representing the 
great Russian firm of Ychorsoidt &jTacherrin, 
conceded tobethe heaviest grain exporters 
of Cronstadt, was on ’Change to-day. Mr. 
Hialerone is a pleasant, vivacious French gen- 


tlemwan, who, though young in 
yerrs, is thoroughly posted 
in Eurcpean commercial matters, and in a 
short Conversation with a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter he gave a clear and concise account of 
the situation as itnow isin Europe,in regard 
to the crops, the wants of the different coun- 
tries, and other items of interestto the com- 
mercial worid. He takes rathera gloomy view 
of the outlook onthe continent, especially in 
Russia, where, hesaid, the crop would not 
be anywhere near an average, owing 
to the ravages of insects and of unfavorable 
weather. As for the report prohibiting ex- 
ports of grain from Russia, he stated that 
while the report twas talse it might just 
as well have been true, as that country wiil be 
unabie to export any of its grain, having use 
for it all at home, even if they are not obliged 
to import ere the season is over. Ia speaking 
of Germany, France and England he 
is as **bullish’’ in his remarks 
as about Russia, stating that the crops of 
giainin these countries are short and they 
wili have to fall back upon the granary of the 
world—America. M. Halerone is now in St. 
Louis for the purpose ot makiag arrangements 
with our merchants for the purchase of wheat 
and other cereals, having great confidence in 
St. Louis as @ purchasing point and the water 
route as a means of export.

They were 
inclosed in neat boxes, with glass covers, and 
would have been quite pleasant to look at if 
it bsdn’t been for the coffins which formed a 
background to them, and the photographs 
nlionpyside of an embalmer inspecting the 
corpse of a man who, if looks go for anything, 
must have been hanged for slaughtering 
three or four infant schools from a tub of 
chemicals through a garden hose. Abt first 
tigbt they seemed to be what tney were evi- 
dently intended to represent.

Farmers’ Reading t'lubs—Seed Corn— 
As to Country Roads. 


The long evenings have come, when the lov- 
er of reading can gratify his taste. Happy is 
the man or boy who bas acquired the habit of 
reading sensible papers and standard hooks. 
There are, however, readers who are ever 
reading atid yet ure notintelligent. Taey 
reag trashy novels and the sensational and 
startling articles of the daily papers. They 
flatter themselves that they are great readers, 
and consequentiy quite respectable people. 
We bave met persous who could not find time 
to converse onasensible topic or current 
question of the day, so busy were thev read- 
ing. If, perezance, one was +o unforiuuae 
as to be thrown into their company for afew 
hours they are shallow and commonplace in 
their talk and absoiutely feeble in argum>-n’ 
aud destitute of common intelligence on the 
leading facts of history. The iatellectu cl 
quickenipg and strengthening which comes 
from reading some standard work is far great- 
er than one cin derive from reading tons of 
trash. In resding after menand women of 
enlture ond virtue one is quickened and ele- 
vated. Inresding after writers of deoraved 
moral sense, untrained miud and diseased 
imuginatiors, one must be damaged iateliect- 
ualiv and morally. 

lt behooves farmers and their wives to see 
to itibat their families have some better in- 
tellectuat pabulum thimisfound ia cheap 
noveisend stery papers. The intelectual 
dealth spa barrenbess around mapy firesides 
is somethbi:g to excite the pity of every lover 
of! bis fellow. ‘The probiem how to secure 
general intelligence among the masses has not 
yet been svived. The public schools, perhaps, 
mav reacbihe major part, bu: even then too 
many of t!e teseders are wanting in that full- 
pess of culture which inspires the pupil t» 
admire their attainments. The drill of the 
scbooj-room ean only teach the pupil how to 
vee thetoolsthatthe love cf learning may 
piace withia his or her reach. 

Impreved teste wi'i come only by inerease:l 
inteliwence and association wid bigher m>d- 
eis. The teacher who in the routine work of 
the school-room can inspire tbe pupils with 
aiaste of literature and a hubdgeriog for 
knowledge is tbe noble worker of the age. 
The teacber mav be never soable and suc- 
eessful, vet bis efforts must be seconded at 
home. The irfluences at home can at least 
be mice no drawback, acd ty watchfulness 
spo lberelity of parents the ch ldren may 
fine ov ihe tables a: d be the theeside suc pa- 
pers and books as iil be quicsening and ia- 
S'riiciire. 

¥be choo! girl or boy needs none of the ex- 
citem: nt itat comes with reading ovo-er- 
wrougbttales, when the leading idea of the 
writeristo makeathbrilling tale, regardless 
of the moral impression jeft on the mind of 
the yourg reader. Parents should 109K wel} 
to what c!ass cf books and papers, as well as 

to what class of associates come into their 
homes. 

Let farmers who would see their sons 
and daught«trs grow upintoiruly noble aod 
useful citizens, and be a comfort and pride to 
the parents in old age, seetoit atonce that 
the sons and daughters iearn how to employ 
their leisure bours wisely and happily. The 
ehildren must have pure juvenile papers 
and books. The voung menand women must 
have good monthlies, or interesting biogra- 
phies and histories provided always at hand. 
Let them be temptedtoread, rather than 
forcea to read, worthy literature Kept always 
within their reach. 

There are two Gifficuities that stand in the 
yay of mery parents who buave thoughtof 
this an.d cvek Cesired to furnish such reading 
for themselves and families. 

Tke first difticulty is they do not know just 
Whattobuy and wheretobuy it. The sec- 
oud ix they do not fee! that they caa afford to 
sper d:o much for books and papers. We do 
not expect to entirely Overcome ihese o}j-c- 
tions, but we do exveot to mzke asugyestin. 
that will heJpall to mae a start in the rizht 
direction, Which, if followed up, will lead to 
a way to overcome both the difficulties named. 

To begin, Ista half deozsn or even four 
neighbors agree each to subserive for one of 
the leading monihlies. Any farmer can af- 
ford to pay the subscription price of a staad- 
ard montbly. If six families combine to take 
six morthiirs ardasm ny firsst-class week- 
lies, they can have for aout Ove doliars each 
the reading of the best current IJiserature of 
the day. Let such aciub be formed in every 
neigbborboud, and jet these monthlies and 
weeklies be passed from member tomem)>er 
of tbe club in turn, and let them meet once a 
month at ove cf their houses to talk over or 
reread together some matter of special inter- 
est, and let tuis pe kept up for one year, anil 
wethink we ehall hearno more about the 
difficulties named at the start. 

Suchaclub of readers wili find that they 
have got more for thrir money than they ever 
got before, andtbhere will be no more com- 
plaint that one does not Know whatto buy. 
The reviews and criticisms of new books each 
month will keep allthorougbly posted as t» 
what is good and. what is worth buying, and 
what it will cost. 

SEED CORN. 


That Minnesota blizzard which swept down 
ever Iowa and froze the po'taturs in the 
ground in twenty-four hours, not only dam- 
aged the seed potatoes, but ba< like y damag-d 
the seed corninthe wake of that fearful 
storm. Trere wili be ademand there for 
sound unfrozen seed Guin. Let us remem- 
ber that the seed corn ofthe Miami Valley 
was greatly injured in November, 1878. That 
freeze cust the farmers more thaa they real- 
izeu. 

There is great confidence now among farm- 
ers as to seed corn for next crop. The corns 
very sound and well matured, and generally 
stands up well. ‘Te fall bus been favorable 
for dryingupesn. It willgo into thecrib 
in good condition, but if a severe frost comes 
hefore itis thoroughly dry, seed corn is en- 
dangered. This is only a bare pos:ibility th’s 
yesr. Yet, ifany man has already select-d bis 
seed corn, and has it now thoroughly dry, he 
is, bumanly spesking entirely safe. Corn 
busking is now in order, and the men cin 
save exce'lent seed corn by alittle care at 
husking and cribbing. Weusually savea 
few bu-be!s mere than we need, and this year 
isnoexcertion. ‘The corn isso plump and 
sound thal we can setup a high ideal and 
reach neartoit often. And that remiads us 
to say itis very important that one Wave a 
very weil defined idea of what his model seed 
corn must be, and work furthat. First. be 
clear as tocelor: letit be uniform and clean 
and well defined, no mixed colors wanted. 
The cob must be smalt in proportion io the 
size of the ear, and taper verv little. Tae 
grains sbould be. uniform iv color, and size 
and style, and sound, piumv. glassv and 
bright, and cover well out on the point of the 
cob. Let tbe choice be selected at the ‘ine of 
gathering, und carefully stored away iu some 
dry, airy place. The finest specimens can be 
obtained while busking or cribbing. By eare- 
ful selection we conceive that any careful 
farmer can ina few years haveatype,or 
model of seed corn greatly superior to any 
yet brought beforethe public. Conceraing 
the vast interest centering on corn, there is a 
great lack of interest on the Gurstion of im- 
proved secd corn, The “selection of the fit- 
test’? wil) establish and develop such a va- 
riety of corn as has never yet been produced. 


THE FALL COLORS OF FOLIAGE, 


There seems to be evidence conclusive that 
there is the action of an acid at the end of the 
season of growth, which causes leaves to turn 
red. Autumnal leaves placed under are- 
ceiver with the vapor of ammonia usually 
lose the red color and renew the green. After 
many experiments science has satisfied her 
Sauivere tothe extent named. But then 
comes the further inquiry as to the cause of 
this new feature,the acid. What produces 
the acid? Why does it appear in the fall after 
the sap ceases to flow? hy, too, do some 

arees change the color of foliage sooner than 


others? We have noticed among the maples 
that the brilliancy of foliage of certaiu trees 
seems tobe the hectic flush that foretells 
death near at hand. We think, too, where a 
group of maples become marked for earty 
biilliancy of folisge, it will be found that the 
subsoil 1s gravelly, or the surface soil thin, 
w bere the trees are not vigorous and healthy. 
The most vigorous growers are the last to 
charge folizge. Healthy growth, then, may 
pot be condugive to the formation of the acid 
w bicb is found to be in the autumoaal foliage. 


ECONOMY IN ROADS. 


There is not only waste of land from having 
too many reads, and those too wide, Dut th: 
public is not better accommodaied, anid tne 
farmers are annoyed “y the growth of weeds, 
and tbe ranging of cattle along the wide roau- 
sites. The land-owner pays taXes on the 
roadways, and sbould have control aod use 
of all but that which isneeded for public 
travel. 

The land is taxed to build the roads, and 
that tax cap notressonably be imposed to such 
extent as to grade and gravel roud-beds more 
than ten feet wide. ‘I'wenty feet between 
vutrersisample. Ten feetcneach side of 
this gives space for a good drain,and Keeps it 
farenocugh from the farmer’s fence not to 
undermine or cause it to seitle into the ditch. 
Tiis right ef the fence owner should be con- 
siderea. Forty feet then gives ample room 
fors public rouc. Taoere may besome excep: 
tions when the read 1s agreat thoroughfare, 
neara city, ortie nature of ibe ground mav 
be sueb #8 to make it necessary to makea very 
bigb zrade to makea dry botiom. 

In some of ihe great prairic States the law 
calls for roadways one bundred feet wide, 
but they are Jocated on section lines, so as not 
1o detract from the value of farming lands. 
In euch distric!s stone and gravel can ni be 
had, so the eitizens exvect to have <ix wagon 
tracks, inorder that when oue is cut intoru's 
the travel car be shifted te another track. To 
an Ohio map, this locks like a waste of laad; 
but then land is abundact, ard gravel scarce. 

There are many roads where forty feet is 
too wide. Thirty feet will do better, because 
it can be kept in better order, and tbe and 
can be betier employed tor cultivation. 

Besides economy inthe wisdom of roads, 
there can be much sxved to the farmiag com- 
munity and the public by a more judicious 
laying out of roads. Roads are often granted 
through farms to accommodate one man, 
whereas toe farmers along the line of tbat 
road are greatly damaged in having their 
fields cut up into ill-sbaped pieces, and in 
creased fencing caused them. A yeariy loss 
in crops and increased expense of cultivation 
of ibew isto beendured vear by year. This 
loss and inconvenience may be tenfold greater 
than that caused tothe petitioners for sai 
raxud, if they bad veen comprliedto gobv 
ecome road of reali benetit tothe whole com- 
munity. 

In luving out roads, esin laying out, one’s 
grounds, the mistakes Can easily ve seen after 
the work Las been done; hence viewers of 
roads should take into ronsideration not oaly 
whether aroad in sucha plaveis necessare, 
but also whether the petilioners and the pub- 
lic could net be beiter accommodated by’ some 
other route. A somprehensive view of all the 
inte: ests in question may iead tothe aban- 
dopment of some old road. The demands of 
public travel change greatiy by the changes 
cemanded by new mills or factories or depots. 
There are to-day hundreds of old roads that 
couid be most prefitably abandoned, and the 
wo1k demarded on them could be most wise- 
ly spent on much needed roads, and the 
greatest good of the greatest number be 
reacbed. Not how many roads, but how good 
roads can we have, Is worthy of the consid- 
eration of ull parties interested.
